Hee our eares much beaten with the confident re- 
port of. a converted Tew, called Iofeph Ben Ifrael, bapti- 
zed ét Hexbam, very foon after his comming over into Engs 
land, though notorionfly gniltie of very many groffe lies; 
induftrioully plotted, as himfelf confefled, for the carrying 
on of his Popifh Defigne, but yet we have fome grounds to

fully informeabout that matter. viz. Christopher Shadforth 
Matter.ot the Ship in which he came to England, Mr: Hick.

Thamas cor flzy, though we bad for bis difguife thrown ff ibe pe

W the Elizabeth of Nemcaftle, and that in April laft, 
being with the faid Ship at Hamberough, and being upon 
the Exchange or Buffe wich che Englifh- Merchant there, 
one who gave himfelfe the name of Thomas Horfley, who 
had been with Do&or E/boroxgh, the Englifh Minifter, was 
likewife with che faid Englifh Merchant, upon the faid Ex- 
change or Buffe, And he further faith, That the faid Horf- * 
key being in extremitie and neceflitie, did make his. wants < 
known tothe faid Do&or E‘borough, letting the faid DoGor * 
know he was an Englifh-man, and borne in Newcaftle, and 
had fome friends there; and further, chat he had been at 
Rome, and did noc approve of their Do&trine there, but des 
fired tobe in his Native Countrey. Upon all this Infor- 
mer was informed, the faid Englifh Merchant gave him to= | 
wards his reliefe cen Dollars, and wichall made way with: : 
MreHeefteccer, the Informers chicfe loader, to bring the faid - 
Horfley as Paflenger for Newesstie, which at. his requeft the - 
Informer granted ; andin their paffage hicher,the faid Horf= - 
ley being Seacfick, did confeffe to the Informer, that he had 
beene under the Order of the Pope, as a Benedi& Fryer at 
Rome, and that his confcience there accufed him, which 
| made 
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made him efcape and fly from thence, and withall told this 
Informer, thatthere were many Jefuitsin England which 
were imployed by the Pope ta fedace the people there ; and 
in (biney they had feduced moft of the people there, for 
which the Pope had received very large prefents & thankes; 
& chat he che faid Ho-/ky was to have bin imployed forEngs 
landupon the like fervice, and fhould have taken upon him 
the imployment of a Taylor; but his confcience accufing 
him as aforefaid, dilliked that fervice, andfocame avvay as 
aforefaid; but vvichal! he faid,there vvere a great many ims 
ployed in that fervice in England,vvho vvent under the no* 
tion of Handicrafet{men and others,and that when he came 
there he vvould difcoverthem; and vvithall toldthis In. 
former, chat the manner of their working with the people 
was, for Libertie and free- Will, and after co bring them to 
the notion of a Congregation or Church,and afcer to Anas 
baptifme,and then they were tyed not to fall off from that 


worlhip, which was as muchas they fought after, and all - 


they defired; And this Informer further faith,that the faid 
Horfley told him, that in his paflage betweene Rome & Ham- 
borough, he was taken by fome Souldiers, and fuppofed to 
bea Jew, and had Swines. flefh given himito eat,the which 
to cleare himfelfe that he was no Jew, did eat thereof, and 
that after hee was come to Hsmborough, hee went to the 
Cloyfter at Lainftraigne, but pretended as he faid onely to 
fee fafhions, and durft not difcover himfelfe that he was 
come from Pome, for feare of being fent back againe. And 
he further faich, Thatthe one & twensiech day of Apré/laft, 
the faid Ho fley as Paflenger from aboard his Ship at Sheeles, 
in the Pore or River of Tixe; puthimfelte intoa Boat or 
wherry with two Merchants Paflengers who came all up to 
Neweaftle together 5 and further faith not.

While thefe things were laied &he acknowledged them 
lies, yet the Adminiftrater was not atraid co affirme,that he 
did no worfe then Abraham and David; nay, be owned him 
as an Angel of God, and would imbrace him in bis bofome as his 
deare Bretber in Chrift : thus tarre will men go to terve their 
way, therefore he was often told to beware of vaine glory 
in the butineffe, which indeed we had caule to fufpe& by 
his unchriftian charging us,that we had never inquired into 
the man except hee had beene baptized into their way 5 
whereas the Great Judge of hearts knowes, that one of us 
with whem he was athis firft coming over,underthe name 
of Thomas Horfiey, did acquaint the Major, that hee had 
itrong jealouties he was an Impoltor, which principle of(as 
we may call ic) holy jealoufie carried us out through the 
good hand of God with us to the difcoverie of this Cheat, 
though often impertinently interrupted by others, & much 
affronted by the Adminiftrator. 
As tor the manner of our proceeding in his Difcoverte, 
for the fatisfying ot the Reader,we have here defcribed it. 
Firft, we urged his {peaking perfe& English in the verie 
diale& of it (as indeed he doth) as a ftrong argument that 
he could be no Native Jew, to which he anfwering little, 
bug the Adminiftrator for him affirmed, that many of the 
Jewes could fpcake perfe& Englith, as himfelfe knew by ex< 
perience, having fome times travelled when be was a Papift, 
tor fo the Adminiftrator was fome yeers fince,as he himfelf 
hath acknowledged ; as alfo, that this pretended Jew could 
not write true Englifh, though it was proved he haddone 
icin the Ship, wich which anfwer we being no way fatisfie 
ed, ftill preffed that he might {peake for himfelfe, which he 
cunningly avoided by Jefuited principles, leaving them to 
anfwer for him, whom he faw readie enough todo itupon 
all occafions;_ whereupon another shere pleading for him, 
confidently affirmed, that) becanfe the Fewes could pronounce 
Shibboleth. therefore they could peake perfect Engli(b,a perilous 
argunient, to which we thought fleighting a fufficient re- 
turnesbue ftill begging them to be {iJent that truth might be 
difcovered, we preffed him againe to {peake, and then hee 
fpoke 
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{Poke broken Englifh in a lifping way; whereupon we were in 
more unfatisfied then ever, one of us having heard him in | 
private conference to fpeake perfe& Englith, yee after all 
this chey ftill backed him in his impoftures, 
Secondly, another ground of our jealoufie was,2s was 
told them, his immediate addrefle to Lieutenant Colonell 
Paw! Hob/on; for why? feeing he pretended'to come over for 
Confcience, fhould hee fo {peedily hafte out of Towne > 
having beene courteoully entertained, and particularly by 
onc of us,and delired to come again for further conference 3 
yet that very night he wenc out of the Towne onwards in 
his way to Lieut. Col. Hobfon; the caufe he pretended was, 
he could get no lodging in the Towne, but upon his de- 
teGion he acknowledged be had beard much of the Leiutenane 
Colonel! at Rome, and bad made inquirie after bim at Ham- 
borough, by which information he thought hima man fiz 
for bis purpofe, with whom he lived about a Month,and after 
by him was commended to the Adminiftrator at Hexbam, 
who within a few dzyes baptized him, as himfelf afirmes in oe 
his Animadverfions upon this falfe Tewes Declaration in !Tim,s.22, 
the prefence of fome hundreds, accompanying him to the 
River Tine. 
Thirdly, our jealoufie arifing higher then ever, we fur: 
ther inquired whether he was not upon his firft landing ar 
the Houle of Anne Hor fley in Neweaftle, under the Name of 
Thomas Horfl y, where he pointing to a doore in the Houfe 
faid, there was the Clofet he ufed to Jay his Bookes in, for 
as it now appeares,he with his father had formerly lodged 
in that houfe; as alfo hetold themof the houfe, of her 
Daughter who did flutter, and asked for her and one Alice 
Browne, with others, all ‘which did evidence tous he was 
certainly no Jew borne, which the Adminiffrator ‘ftill with 
much cinfidence affirmed him tobe; being prefled how a 
Native Jew, and never in England before, could know fo 
exattly thefe particulars ina private family,his evafion was, 
e learned them of one Ram/ey in F lorence, & from the Seas 
men in his comming over, and thev<fore feined himfelfe to 
be Horley, toavoid the Lawes of England againtt the Jews, 
| though 
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chough we told him notwithitanding thefe Lawes he could 


not be ignorant,thac a true converted Jew might have much 
freedume and entertainment in England; wherefore wee 
charged him againe with his deligne of carrying on lyes,to 
which the 4dminiffrator prefently replyed for him, that the 
Jewes thought nothing to be fern but [dolatry and murther, when 
fe was in danger, which we perceiving that it ttrengchened 
him in lyes,charged him more deeply 5 whereupon the Ad 
miniftrator told us very angerly, that be jaw then as be ftood, the 
bisterneff of his foule, and the broakenn:{Je of bis beart for ibafe 


- things, and that we did not Ghriftianly to prefje st fo much upox 


him, which the pretended Iew hearing, witha feined indig- 
nation threatned, {uch bard ufage would make him go back to 
bis Gouutrey, and write to the oonfxftos of all Chriftanity ; at 
which expreflion we were perfwaded he was a perfe& Cheat, 
and thac though the Adminiftrator called him an angell of 
God, it was by one of us faid to him, hee was az angell of 
darkneffé, as alfo that he wasa vile wretch, and abominably 
deluded to thinke that the Kingdome of Jefus Chrift could 
fuffer by fuch a one as hee; which words made oneof his 
Defendants to fufpe& him tobe a. Counterfeite 

Fourthly, that which more ftrengthened us,and wherein 
wefee nowamorethen ordinarie hand of God, was the 
comming in of a Townefman with two Letters, One to 
himfelfe trom Miftris Ramey, Wife to Do&or Ramfey in 
Scotland, and another to this perfon, in which fhe calls him 
Son, faying, that bis F ather having received a Letter from bim 
under thename of Thomas Horfley, knew it wos bi writing 
shough under a falfe name; upon which weasked him if hee 
had written to chat Do@or Ramfy, which he confefled he 
had done in the Name of Thomas Hor fley, concerning Mr. 
Ramfey his Son whom he had feene in Florence ; whereupon 
we atked him why Miftris Ram/ey fhould write to her Son 
at Newcaffle, and perfwade him fo earneftly to come home 
though never fo poore; to: which indeed he could anfwer 
nothing pertinently, but defired to goe afide with the Ad- 
miniftrator; what pafled betwixt. them we know net, but 
for our parts that.remained in the roome, we were abuns 
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piff and an Englith.man borne; a little after their being in 
private cogether, we were calledto them, where he confef: 
fed he was no Jew, but the Son of Do&or Alexander Ram 
fey, a8 under his owne hand he gave it to usin the prefence 
ef fome Aldermen and the Sheriffe,for the Major was gone 
along before,who having told the Adminifirator of his jMge 
ling, and chat he was tully perfwaded he was an Emil. ary 
from: Rome, as he afterward wasfound go be, wish fomeot 
cher fharp words very neceflary, having obferved the Adzsi- 
niftraters boldnef and bolflering up this Counterfeit with his 
anfwers for him: 
~ Wehad almoft forgot to acquaint the Reader with fome 

paflages very obferyable , one maine argumene which was 
sriumpbingly urged before the difcoverie of this cosnterfeit 
Tew by a Stickler‘on his behalfe was this; did we ever beare of 
read of ax Ewsiffary from Rome, that fubmitted 20 their Ord?s 
nance of Bspti{(me & our anfwer was, though wee could not 
name a perfon, yet we queftioned not to carry on their De: 
figne they would doe any thing, but for that way of re- 
baprizing,they looked not upanit as an Ordinance of Chriftand 
fo its no wonder he could fo eafily clofe with it, and fince 
his difcovery as to this, che Counterfeit tells us,be aaa 
on it as no more thee wafbing of bis bands; bue for the Sacra- 
ment of the Lords Supper, he acknowledged hi: heart ro a- 
gainft it; therefore being called by the A dmsiniftrator Co par- 
take of it, he feined himfelfe angry, and in fame things uns 
sified, that be might svoid ite 

Another was, this while we were examining of him, che 
Adminifirator to abate our zeae inthis work, and as hee 
thought to tetrifie us,coldus,(how foon we knew not) shis 
Tew was fent for into the Army; which gave us occafion fince 
to aske him what his maine defigne was in ftriking in fo 
fuddenly with the Adminiftrator and the men of char. per:

and Thomas Bonner E/q3 Alderman, Cre, 


Ho being examined what age he is of, where he 

was born,& of what Parents, he faith he is of 

the age of twenty two yeares, borne at London, 
in the Parith of Saint Duxftane neere Templea Barre, of Scot- 
#ifb Parests, Do&tor Alexander Ramzy Phyfitian, being his 
Father,and now in Scotland; and being further examined 
how long he lived with his Father,he faith, till he was fix- 
reene yéares old, and then was fent by his Father to Lozdon 
to fome friends there, and after a few Monethstime, was 
ordered by his Father for Roterdam in Holland, to his Kinf- 
man Mr. Alexander Petree Minifter, to Rudy at the Univer~ 
fitie at Leyden if he thought meet ; but his Uncle not think- 
ing it good he fhould follow his fludy there, commended 
him to his Father in Scotland, who fent hin: to the Univer- 
lity at Glafco, where heremained a yeare ftudying Philo- 
fophie and the Greek language,and by reafon of the plague 
he removed thence tothe Colledge at Ediaburg, where hee 
itayed atwelve moneths time, and profecuted his ftudy in 
Philofohpie, in which time there came fome Scottifh Gen- 
tle men co him, perceiving him to be a Scholler, advifed 
him to go beyond Seas for his better knowledge and im- 
provement in Religion ; fhortly after he went to Breeme,& 
there was perf{waded by a Breemer to goe up to feefome of 
his Countrey»men at Wortsborough in Germany, where hee 
jtayed a Moneth, and then afte through that Countrey 
with all {peed into Ivaly,and thence to Rom2, and that pre- 
fently comming into the Hofpitall, was brought to sae 
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Dominicans into the che he flayed for the fpace 
of ayeare, and {pent his time ia his ftudy amongft them, 
and that another yeare in his ftudy in che Jefuits Colledge 
in trying his Genias for what imployment he was beft fit- 
ced ; and being examined whfle he was in the faid Colledge

And now we hall give you what he told’ us in private,
